PRISONS 

Salem, Ore.: The sex of a male 
prisoner was changed surgically 
shortly before he was released 
from the Oregon State Peniten- 
tiary. 

Officials at the prison said 
‘two tare operations and hormone 
treatments transformed "Gene" 
into "Jean," and culminated 
what Jean called a lifetime 
“search for identity." 

Although this is not the 
first such operation in America 
(DRUM, March), it is thought to 
be the first ever performed. in 
a prison as an aid to rehabili- 
tation. 


Reidsville, Ga.: Warden Ro- 
bert P. Balkcom, Jr., was fired 
after the eighth innate in 17 
months was murdered in the jail. 
Other reasons for his dismissal 
were listed as "widespread ho- 
mosexuality" and traffic in 
narcotics. 


Trenton: Republican Assembly- 
man David A. Gelber charged 
that sex, liquor and drug ac- 
tivities were going on between 
guards and inmates of the State 
Prison at Trenton, but or. 
Lloyd W. McCorkle countered 
with a claim that the charges 
made no sense to him: "I'm very 
very surprised." 

Meanwhile, Gelber caught page 
one headlines telling of inci- 
dents "in which guards and in- 
mates engaged in homosexual 
activities and occasions when 
guards or trustees threatened 
bad reports on the innate if he 
didn't submit. 

Earlier, while Gelber's com- 
mittee was checking into the 


fa 


affairs of nearby Greystone 
State Hospital, it heard testi- 
mony about the "mysterious dis- 
appearance" of a mentally re- 
tarded youth who was taken from 
the institution over a year ago 
by a man falsely claiming to be 
his brother. 

A former nurse at the mental 
hospital claimed it was not un- 
usual for young children to get 
into bed with older male pa- 
tients at the hospital recep- 
tion center. 

A forner prisoner at Trenton 
State testified that homosexual 
prisoners "ran through the hos- 
pital wards at night" and the 
guards made little effort to 
stop them. The ex-con (having 
spent three terms in the prison: 
possession of drugs; violation 
of parole; breaking and enter- 
ing) said he once saw a prison- 
er and a guard having sex and 
accused another guard (a mar- 
ried, ex-Narine paratrooper) 
of having made a homosexual 
advance towards him. 

Local observers 
entire proceedings 2 "witch 
hunt designed to bolster the 
sagging New Jersey Republican 
machine a matter of days before 
statewide elections." 


GETTYSBURG 

Ex-President Dwight D. Eis- 
enhower termed falsely claiming 
homosexuality #8 a method for 
dodging the Vietnam draft "sub- 
versive," and other commenta- 
tors throughout the country ec- 
hoed with "treason" and simi- 
lar expletives. 

The controversy began when an 
unsigned mimeographed sheet ap- 
peared on the Univ. of Califor- 


termed the 


nia campus listing posing as a 
homosexual as a possible and 
effective method for being dis- 
qualified from the Selective 
Service. (Other methods: call- 
ing attention to prison recoris; 
feigning epilepsy; claiming bed 
wetting, allergies, trick knees 
or elbows; refusing to sign the 
loyelty oath; arriving drunk; 
distributing ban-the-war mater- 
ial to fellow inductees, etc.) 

Full instructions on how to 
“be gay" were detailed: "Play 
the homosexual bit. Outfox the 
psychiatrist. If you're really 
gane, be obviously like the 
"gay! boys. Besides flicking 
your wrist, move your body like 
chicks do--hold cigarette deli- 
cately, talk methodically, act 
embarrassed in front of other 
guys when you undress..." 


WASHINGTON 
Sec. of State Dean Rusk has 


announced new plans to "update 
every employee's investigation 
every five years" and a "pre- 


ventative security program in- 
cluding a personnel —review 
board to screen applicants for 
employment to insure the avoid- 
ance of "suitability problens.” 

The Federal government's posi- 
tion is that all homosexuals 
are totally unfit and unsuita- 
ble for service therein and the 
Secretary added that interview 
techniques as used "to bring to 
light homosexuals or a poten- 
tial homosexual to insure that 
no such person is employed by 
the department," are incorpora- 
ted into the new programs. 


A member of the Policy Plan- 
ning Counctl, the nation's high 
est policy making group, has 
been arrested and charged vith 
drunkenness and carrying a dan- 
gerous weapon without a License, 

Police said they found Army 
Col. Charles N. Cummings, Jr., 


50, nude and slumed over the 
vheel of his auto early in the 
morning. 4 loaded ptatol and a 
partially empty bottle of ver- 
mouth were on the front seat of 
the car, officers said. 

Pentagon officials said Cun- 
mings had access to classified 
information and ia presently on 
duty vith the State Department. 

Cumings is a suspected het- 
erosemual. 

CALTFORNTA 

San Francisco: Two San Fran- 
cisco State College sociolo- 
gists interviewed 353 middle 
class men and women and found 
strong favor towards removing 
sodomy as a crime, but these 
sane individuals insist gay 
bars should be closed. 

Those surveyed also favor re- 
laxing the abortion laws, but 
think the Federal government 
should crack down even harder 
on narcotics users.

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Last month we began to dis- 
cuss how the homophile movenent 
failed to understand and ad- 
dress itself to the basic hono- 
sexual problem aroas: the homo- 
sexual's public relations with 
the heterosexual community and 
the homosexual's image of him- 
self and his orientation, 

To be sure, the objective in 
both areas is clearly the same- 
the improvement of the social 
and legal status of the homo- 
sexual--but the roads to ac- 
complishment must take differ- 
ent complexions. Programs de- 
signed to "influence public o- 
pinion," whatever other values 
they have, ignore the immediate 
needs of the homosexual commun- 


ity. Programs geared to serv- 
ing homosexual needs, function 
with little attention to the 


heterosexual conmunity. 
"Baddies" ve. "Goodies" 
almost solely designing 
for the heterosexual 
world, the movement often dis- 
enfranchises the numerically 
powerful and financially secure 
homosexual world. More import- 
antly, this exclusivity helps 
to perpetuate whatever negative 
feelings individual homosexuals 


In 
programs 


have toward themselves. Many 
unaffiliated homosexuals have 
the distinct impression that 
the movement is talking about 


the "goodies" and they are the 
"baddies" on the outside look- 
ing in. The view advanced by 
the organizations that homosex- 
uals are the sane as heterosex- 
uals (like many other generali- 
ties) simply does not ring true 
to the overwhelming majority 
of homosexuals who see, even if 
their leaders do not, some, ra~ 
ther specific differences which 
they share with their friends 
and companions. These differ- 
ences are not the fearful 
sightings of poorly informed 
heterosexuals, but center on 


the total value systems of both 
groups. The honosexual value 
system (which for males is lar- 
gely male and for lesbians is 
largely female) differs from 
that of the straight world that 
uses a compromise between male 
and female. 

When heterosexuals object to 
homosexual solicitation and 
promiscuity, they do so more 
because their cultural heritage 
(or value system) calls for 
monogamy and the kind of mascu- 
line supremacy that dictates 
their males must be the sexual 
aggressors than for most other 
reasons. In contradistinction, 
homosexual behavior almost by 
definition includes promiscuity 
and has some certain males be- 
ing aggressed upon. 

Without going into the com- 
plex areas of masculinity and 
femininity too deeply here, ho- 
mosexuals often appear to be 
more feninine than heterosexu- 


als (though homosexuals rarely 

appear as feminine as they i- 
magine themselves.) 
Trouble 

The Western culture places 


penalties even upon "confornist 
sexual behavior and the "non- 
conformist" homosexual repre- 
sents a multiple threat through 
being different. The differ- 
ences, often a matter of prior- 
ities, are at the root of anti- 
homosexual prejudice and fail- 
ure to recognize then as such, 
brings the movement into immed- 
iate trouble. 


In light of these cultural 
attitudes and in view of the 
fact that homosexuals are not 


going to renove most of the ob- 
jections heterosexuals raise a- 
bout their behavior, can we 
reasonably assume widespread 
social changes will soon be 
here? Hardly. It is reasona- 
ble to work towards an inprove- 
ment of homosexual life by 


in) 


of the 
and 


shifting the emphasis 
movement to individuals 
their day-to-day problems. 

If we could desire any single 
imnediate change in the conmun- 
ity, it would be in the homo- 
sexual's attitude toward hin- 
self and his sexual orientation. 
We need not go far (as the psy- 
chiatrists are so quick to note 
to find instances of fear, 
guilt, dissatisfaction, fur- 
tiveness and neurosis in much 
of the homosexual community. 
The homosexual often, when he 
thinks about such matters, 
feels isolated fron the prepon- 
derance of the conmunity and 
there is seldom anything he can 
do as a homosexual other than 
go toa gay bar or bath. He 
does not suffer from the degree 
of prejudice previously felt by 
the black Negro, but he is in 
the position corresponding to 
the Negro who could “pass for 
white." The homophile novenent 
might respond to this need by 
establishing the same kinds of 
programs utilized by most civic 
and church groups to promote 
feelings of "togetherness" in 
their ranks. 

Defensiveness 

Shortsightedness in not pro- 
viding such programs and ser- 
vices is generally based on the 
notion that the achievement of 
the movement's ends rests on 
homosexuals appearing as heter- 


osexual as possible. Such de- 
fensiveness, in itself, both 
causes and sustains antihomo- 


sexual sentiments. 

The "me-tooism" philosophy ex 
pressed by the movenent falls 
into even further disfavor when 
considered with a rational ap- 
praisal of what night actually 
be accomplished with the heter- 


osexual public. Reform of 
state laws through revisions 
from the individual state leg- 


islatures is simply out of the 


question. Previous discussion 
of this topic (DRUM, Sept.) 
called attention to the "mean- 


ingless chatter" about what can 
be done to effect sodomy law 
changes in America. We saw 
then, and we continue to see, 
that thé solution to the homo- 
sexual's legal problems rests 
in overthrowing the sodomy laws 
through appeals on constitu- 
tional grounds. 
Sustained Harrassment 

Reversal of these laws, as we 
have seen in Illinois, has lit- 
tle to do with helping the ho- 
mosexual, anyway. Public at- 
titudes, when they sustain po- 
lice harrassment, find a varie- 
ty of vents irrespective of 
whether certain homosexual acts 


are crimes or not. Few homo- 
sexuals are ever arrested on 
sodomy counts, while antd-sol- 


citation laws, for instance, 
are used widely. If there is 
little hope of removal of sodo- 
my as acrime, there is less 
than no hope for removal of the 
anti-solicitation laws. 

Other Groups 

If the homosexual can be seen 
as the recipient of society's 
general antisexual attitudes, 
then the movement could profit - 
ably explore working with other 
groups concerned with the re- 
form of sexual mores and vari- 
ous specific conditions. Furth- 
er, the leadership must learn 
to address heterosexual audien- 
ces in terms of general sex 
problems as opposed to just ho- 
mosexual problems . 

If the movement chooses to in- 
fluence the heterosexual public 
favorably, each organization 
must actively seek speaking en- 
gagements before church, civic, 


educational and social organ- 
izations. Periodic mailings 
to these groups bring as many 


speaking invitations as any ho- 
mophile organization can easily 


@ 


accomodate. As we indicated 
above, such programs necd in- 
formed representatives able to 
deal with a wide range of ques- 
tions outside of homosexuality, 
and, as we wrote last month, 
the movenent must attend to 
creating training seminars so 
speakers might be sufficient to 
deal with these eventualities. 
Criminal Waste 

Perhaps the movement's most 
gross errors center on the use 
of available manpower and funds. 
The amount of time and money 
wasted on the series of conven- 
tions sponsored by the East 
Coast Homophile Organizations 
(ECHO) is close to criminal. We 


cannot find adequate reason 
to call homosexuals from all o- 
ver the country to an eastern 
city to be told their cause is 
just. If heterosexual lead- 
ers could be so gathered and 
told the homosexual's cause is 
a just one, then neither effort 
nor money is expended in vain. 
But this kind of treadmill pro- 
gram, too often advanced as "ac- 
tion" within the movement, is 
a prime example of typical ho- 
mophile movement confusion. 

To date, the movement has 
filled one basic role--that of 
continuing to exist. Some feel 
that the movement need do no 
more. For those who see chal- 
lenge in the "homophile puz- 
zle," mature discussion of the 
Kinds of points raised here is 
inevitable.

THE CITY AND THE PILLAR RE- 
VISED, Gore Vidal, Dutton and 
Co., New York, $4.95 


In an afterword to The City 
and the Pillar Revised, Mr. Vi- 
dal explains it is the amended 
version of a novel he had pub- 
lished when he was 21 years old 
in order to "shatter the stere- 
otype" that "homosexuality was 
a form of mental disease, con- 
fined for the most part to in- 
terior decorators and ballet 
dancers," and in order to des- 
cribe the destruction (through 
alcohol) of a homosexual who 
kept looking backwards upon the 
one satisfactory (and romantic) 
sexual episode of his life. 
The purpose of the revision, 
Vidal says, is to bring the or- 
iginal closer to these goals. 

But even the revised version 
is only partly successful, a 


fate common to most didactic 
novels. The author fails to 
make his hero--Jim Willard-- 


come alive, and his anguish and 
destruction do not touch the 
reader deeply. The most suc- 
cessful episodes are the comic 
ones, e.g. the description of a 
fashionable gay party and cer- 
tain sardonic dialogues. Vidal, 


like Huxley, is essentially 
best at comedy in his novel} 
the tragic and dramatic pas- 


sages tend toward corn and te- 
dium. Nevortheless, TUATPR is 
well-written and worth read- 
ing. Along with the afterword, 
Vidal has appended his amusing 
and perceptive essay (original- 
ly published in the Partisan 
Review) entitled Sex and the

I have scoured the library 
for books which offer to ex- 
plain homosexuality and vir- 
tually every one I find states 
that it is a pathological state 
DRUM, on the other hand, con- 
sistantly denies this. Most 
psychiatrists, as far as I can 
tell, are very much less pro- 
homosexual than your magazine 
or its counter-parts. I find 
it hard to believe that all 
those psychiatrists are wrong. 
What is the basis for your pos- 
ition that homosexuals are no 
more disturbed than most people 
and why is such a position not 
to be found in the psychiatric 
profession? B.A., Chicago. 


Your surmise about the anti- 
homosexual attitude of very 
many psychiatrists and psychol- 


ogists is correct but misses 
the fact that a minority of 
concerned professional men 


share a rather different pi 
They find nothing 
trinsic to homosexuality which 
renders it pathological or even 
a particularly less desirable 
orientation than the heterosex- 
ual one. 

The present, typical anti- 
homosexual stand of clinicians 
and therapists is a direct out- 
growth of the anti-homosexual 
bias of our culture. It was 
incorporated at the turn of 
this century into European psy- 
chiatric thinking fron the re- 
ligiously determined concepts 
which have existed for over two 
mellenia. Not only honosexual- 
ity is caught up in this purge 
of biology but most of hetero- 
sexuality as well. Consider 
that in this culture not only 


in- 


shouldn't you date your boy- 
friend, but heterosexual cou- 
ples aren't supposed to have 
sex before marriage, nor out- 
side it. They aren't supposed 
to have orogenital contacts, 
front to back copulation (ani- 
mals have it that wey!) three- 
somes, orgies, etc. Honosex- 
uality is not alone in the area 


of sex taboos, though it does 
occupy a fairly distinctive 
position. 


Unknown To Public 

If it is hard for you to be- 
lieve that what is called an 
area of science is filled with 
cultural prejudice, consider 
that investigators who are, in 
fact, contributing to knowledge 
of sexuality express no regrets 
over the existence of homosex- 


uality. Unfortunately, their 
work is largely unknown to the 
public because the levels of 


their research end their publi- 
cetions is at sone distance 
from public curiosity. They 
rarely seek headlines, hence 
they rarely occupy them. And 
when, occasionally, such re- 
search does become popularly 
known as happened with the Kin- 
sey Reports, it is met with 
waves of public as well as pro- 
fessional resistance - not sim- 
ply because, as in the case of 
Kinsey, it may emphasis the gap 
between social teachings and 
private practice but because 
such research no matter how un- 
assuming cannot help but run 
counter to the prevailing val- 
ues against sex.
